Salem Man Remembers 1918 Letter 
Of Gratitude From France 


Ralph Stoffer was 18 years old in 1918 and had 
spent over a year in the trenches facing Axis 
troops when the A rm istice ending the ‘‘Great 
W ar,” — World War I — was signed and he b e­ 
gan his trip back to the U.S. He was serving in 
the 42nd Artillery division of the Am erican 
Expeditionary Force (A E F ) under the French 
7th Army. 
He was m arching through the city of Nantes in 
the Loire Inférieure section of France when a 
young Frenchwom an ran to him, spoke a few 
words in English, then handed him a letter of 
appreciation. 
Stoffer was Salem P olice chief from 1934-48 
He now lives at 535 E. State St. His brother, the 
late Carl Stoffer, served with the AEF 1st d ivi­ 
sion. 
Today, Veterans' Day, this letter takes on a 
new significance as A m ericans look back over 
the nation’s years of war and peace and rem em ­ 
ber those who have fought for our freedoms and 
the rights of others. 
“We wish, before you leave our shores, to pour 
out all our gratitude toward you. 
“ As staunch defenders of liberty and the rights 
of our dear country you cam e to avenge us, and 
this can never fade aw ay from our rem em - 


brance. 
“ As brothers in arm s, you fought with us under 
the sam e flag. Ours the tricolor, yours, the stars 
and stripes, were displayed on the sam e battle­ 
field. May the strains of your National Hymn 
coupled with those of the M arseillaise again and 
again set all hearts thrilling. 
“ Never shall we forget these heroes of yours 
buried among our own, on French soil. 
“To God, we will send forth our prayers for 
those generous hearts and cover their graves 
with our lovliest flowers. 
"Often, when you are far away, back to your 
own country, shall we think of you, and perhaps 
will you too enjoy thinking of the days spent 
am ong us. 
"On som e winter nights, in the fam ily circle 
you may like to recall these days and speak of 
them to a sw eetheart, or a fond wife, m aybe to 
the dear old mother whose wrinkled face may 
tell of her anxieties when you were, then, far 
away from her. 
"With deepest gratitude, honoured be our be­ 
loved Countries.”

young sailing enthusiast who 
survived 28 days aboard a life 
raft in the P acific after his 
yacht sank told the C oast Guard 
Sunday that two sh ipm ates died 
from exposure and w ere buried 
at sea. 
Bruce Collins, 23, who com p­ 
leted a sea survival course just 
before graduating from college 
in June, w as picked up Sunday 
by the Coast G uard from a 
rubber raft floating in the sea 
780 m iles w est of San F ran cis­ 
co.

Cam pbell said he w as ‘‘healthy 
and good sp irits.”

THIS G l’ESS INCLUDES only bribes from 
illegal gambling Additional bribery money is 
available from the profits of prostitution, loan 
sharking, white collar crim e and an assortm ent 
of other unlawful activities 
In some offices in some cities the situation is 
not unlike that in a foreign country in which I 
was once assigned A young man I interviewed 
explained that he had wanted, since childhood to 
enter the Ministry of Foreign Affairs He didn’t, 
he said, because once there he'd be forced to 
participate in the graft 
If he entered and 
refused, he would be ostracized 
He would 
receive no worthwhile assignments. Finally, 
things would be rigged and he’d be set up as a 
pigeon in a fake case They wouldn't be able to 
tolerate him on the job for fear that, sooner or 
later, he'd blow the whistle on the lot of them 
It has not escaped attention here that in some 
American cities honest policemen have had 
equally rocky roads to cross 
The wonder 
then is 
not that 
so 
many 
politicians, bureaucrats and 
policemen are 
corrupt The wonder rather is that so many 
rem ain honest despite the temptations regularly 
offered and the pressures roughly applied. 


For it is my impression, in years of watching 
the bureaucracy — local, state and national — 
that most officials and most police in most cities 
and states are honest But the minority who are 
corrupt can do a great deal of dam age — to our 
safety, to our individual rights and to our 
pocketbooks 
For bribery 
to permit illegal 
gambling does not stop there, as everyone 
know s. It reaches even to juries and to judges for 
all types of crim e 
LAYING OUT 
the problem is simple The 
solution is more difficult 
We are not successful in enforcement. Take 
one m ajor state as an exam ple In five years, 
20,000 gambling operators were arrested One 
hundred were convicted Ten went to jail It is 
believed most of those convicted and jailed were 
minor "sidew alk'' operators 
As a result, there is a movement afoot to 
legalize gambling, or some gambling. Surveys 
by the Commission on the Review of the National 
Policy Toward Gambling, set up by the 91st 
Congress, suggest that close to two Americans 
out of three gamble legally or illegally at least 
once in any given year. And that 80 per cent of 
Americans 
(the figure seems 
high) 
favor 
legalizing one form of gambling or another 
But those figures are misleading There is a 
great difference of opinion, even among those 
who favor more legal gambling, as to what types 
of gambling they 'd make legal and which they'd 
frown upon The state-run gambling thus far 
voted has been the subject of a great deal of 
criticism. 
Leaving moral questions aside, there is a great 
deal of doubt, moreover, that legal gambling, 
even if universally voted in this country, would 
put a crippling dent in the illegal operations. 
Certainly this has not been the case in those 
instances where legalized gambling has been 
adopted. 
In my experience, wide open towns have not 
been conducive to normal family life and the 
raising of children.

He’ll go 
anywhere, he adds — to Cuba or 
Russia if necessary.

Buttering up constituents, as 
example In the final edition of 
this session, one congressman 
used the tax-supported journal 
to congratulate a deaf couple in 
Hartsville, S. C., on the oc­ 
casion of their 50th wedding 
anniversary. Another inserted 
several paragraphs in tribute to 
a retiring high school coach in 
Rutherford, N J 


And then there was the space 
given over to John Fary, a 
Democrat 
from 
Illinois. 
He 
wanted everyone to read a 
poem w ritten by a deceased 
constituent. The poem is called 
"S afe 
D riv in g ", 
and 
Longfellow it isn’t: "Our lives 
are more im portant than the 
keeping of a date. And we may 
never get there if our hurry is 
too g reat.” 


NOT EVERYONE will read 
the poem, of course. In fact 
hardly anyone reads anything 
in the Record. 
Despite the 
enorm ous 
cost 
of 
the 
publication (each mail copy 
requires about $1 50 in postage) 
it's distribution is barely over 
50,000. 
Not that 
it’s 
not a 
bargain: Most subscribers get 
it free at the courtesy of one 
congressman or another, and 
those few w ho do pay are asked 
for only $45 a year, or about 
enough, to satsify the cost of 
printing 
one 
e d itio n ’s 
masthead. 
It can be argued that the 
Record should be more widely 
read — if only so constituents 
can see how little their electeds 
take p art in congressional 
proceedings. 
And 
yet 
the 
journal is far 
too dull for 
popular distribution 
Besides 
this it is shamefully political; 
for example, m em bers have the 
right to sanitize their rem arks 
in print, that is thtey may delete 
their faux pas and thus not — 
not in the Congressional Record 
anyway — be held forever 
accountable 
Indeed it wouldn’t do for the 


law m akers to look silly in the 
Record. Often they use reprints 
of rem arks to impress the folks 
back home. And too, if the 
m em bers work it right, there is 
even a financial profit to 6e had 
from the R ecord; each m em ber 
g fts 
five 
leather-bound 
volum es 
of 
a 
se ssio n ’s 
proceedings, and some have 
been known to give these to 
libraries in return for a tidy tax 
advantage. 
BUT FOR ALL of the abuse 
of the Record, this y ear’s final 
edition set some kind of m ark. 
According to the Record clerk, 
the closing jo u rn al is the 
largest and most expensive in 
history. And one of the reasons 
is that, as usual at a season's 
end, 
the honorable gentle 
people spent a good deal of tim e 
and tax money congratulating 
one another. 
By way of illustration, New 
York 
C ongressm an 
M ario 
Biaggi 
inserted 
18 separate 
passages in part four of the 
final edition. Most of them are 
windy tributes to colleagues 
who are retiring. Biaggi said 
nice things about everybody 
from 
T hom as 
M organ 
of 
Pennsylvania to Spark Mat- 
sunaga of Hawaii. These and 
other goodbyes in the final 
R ecord cost the A m erican 
public approxim ately $20,000 in 
printing fees. 
Reform is needed. However, 
it 
is 
not 
likely. 
The 
C ongressional 
R ecord 
is 
perhaps the only publication in 
America that prings only what 
the politicians want it to print. 
And everyone deserves at least 
one friend, right? 
All The Ammo 
That's Fit To Eat

WASHINGTON (U P I) - The 
old argum ent of guns vs. butter 
turned up a gain the other day in 
an international survey con­ 
ducted by p o llster G eorge 
Gallup. 
Gallup's findings, as inter­ 
preted by Sen Dick Clark, D- 
Iowa., indicated that whereas 
the people of the world regard 
getting enough food as their 
main problem, their govern­ 
m ents 
co n sid er 
the 
m ost 
pressing need to be arm s 
Clark said A m erica’s own 
export figures showed which 
view 'prevailed. 
Ten years ago, he noted, the 
United States sent 18 million 
tons of food abroad, as com ­ 
pared to 5 million tons this 
year In contrast, arm s ship­ 
ments have increased from $1 
billion in 1970 to more than $10 
billion currently. 
Those figures may be som e­ 
what misleading. It s possibly 
you could have gotten more 
arm s for $1 billion in 1970 than 
you could get for $10 billion 
today. 
Assuming, however, that an 
aspiration gap between people 
and government does exist, it 
might be helpful to try to put it 
in historical perspective. 
If 
Marie 
Antionette 
were 
alive today and she were told 
the people were rioting in the 
streets because they had no 
bread, 
would 
she still 
say 
"Then let them eat cake'” ’ 
Probably not 
It is more likely the snappy 
Antionette rejoinder would be, 
"Then let them bite the bullet.” 
And therein may lie the best 
hope for bridging the aspiration 
gap 
We live, after all, in an age of 
technological m arv els Ju st 
this month 
the Agricultural 
Research Center announced it 
had developed a process for 
extracting high grade protein 
from tobacco leaves. 
“It’s as good for you as 
m ilk ,” one scien tist said, 
holding out the possibility that 
tobacco p rotein could help 
alleviate world hunger 
Now tobacco and bullets have 
something in common. Both, 
under certain conditions, can 
he harmful to your health. 


If scientists can transform a 
hazardous 
su b stan ce 
like 
tobacco 
into a 
source 
of 
nutrition, they ought to be able 
to do the sam e with bullets. 
Once protein has been ex­ 
tracted from tobacco leaves, it 
could be compressed into a 
leadlike 
consistency 
and 
shaped like a bullet. 
Fired from a gun, a slug of 
protein would kill you as dead 
as a conventional shell. 
Dissolved in water, however, 
the protein bullet would become 
a highly nutritious beverage as 
good for vou as milk 


Here's the beauty of it. The 
United States could sell protein 
am m o 
to various 
countries 
whose citizens don’t have 
enough to e at 
but 
whose 
governments feel a need for 
more arm s. 


If the countries then got into a 
fight, 
they 
could shoot 
the 
protein at the enemy If peace 
prevailed, the people would 
have som thing to help ward off 
hunger. 
It could be the next best thing 
to beating swords into plow­ 
shares.

Rightists Threaten 
Lebanon Cease-fire

threatening to mount a new 
offensive in southern Lebanon 
that could collapse the nation’s 
fragile, five-day cease fire 
despite the efforts of Arab 
leaders 
meeting 
today 
to 
strengthen the truce 
Arab heads of state were 
gathering 
for 
a 
20-nation 
summit in Cairo to decide on 
the 
makeup 
of a 
proposed 
30.000-man ioint peacekeeping 
force 
to back 
the 
cease 
fire Six Arab leaders reached 
accord on the cease-fire and the 
joint Arab force last week 
Rightist Amsheet radio said 
"prepa rat ions 
are underway 
for a major sweep in the south 
by Lebanese rightist forces to 
clear the Palestinians and their 
allies" from southern Lebanon 
Leftists said the truce would 
collapse and large-scale fight­ 
ing resume if the Christians 
went ahead with their plan to 
elim inate 
leftist 
and 
Palestinian strongholds in the 
area 
Diplomats in Cairo said any 
such fighting would 
greatly 
complicate the summit talks 
Outside the south, the truce 
was reported generally holding, 
including in Beirut 
President Elias Sarkis and 
Yasser Arafat, chief of the

of cancer among humans 
“ We don't know why dogs 
develop cancers sim ilar to 
man's but in a much shorter 
period of time. 
It may be 
because dogs, proportionately, 
mature 
much faster 
than 
humans 
‘The 
tumor rate in dogs 
seems to peak about 10 to 12 
years of age That compares to 
about 50 or 60 years in humans, 
which is roughly the same age 
where we find a large number 
of our human cancers.” 
Because of that, he said, 
scientists 
might be able to 
predict future increases in 
human cancer if they noted 
rises in the same type of cancer 
among dogs 
"If veterinarians see a rise in 
canine liver cancers in a cer­ 
tain area of the country, for 
instance, it may signal a 
corresponding rise in human 
liver cancer in the same area in 
15 to 20 years.” 
Gillette said one problem 
involved 
in 
making 
such 
predictions was the lack of 
accurate dog population figures 
throughout the country 
“ Veterinarians can tell us if 
they’ve diagnosed more canine 
cancers recently, but that 
doesn't necessarily mean that 
dog cancer is on the rise. It 
might simply mean that the 
overall dog population has 
increased, so a veterinarian 
probably will see more animals 
with all types of diseases.” 
Gillette and 
his 
research 
team currently are trying to 
find parts of the country where 
accurate pet population figures 
are kept 
"The cancers which may be 
involvd are unlimited because 
we don’t yet know what causes 
certain tumors,” he said "But 
we hope through our research 
to show that dogs can live up to 
their reputation as ‘man’s best 
friend’ by helping us control, or 
at-least predict, possible in­ 
creases in the disease.”

Chou En-lai 


The editorial was published 
in connection with a million- 
strong mass rally in Peking 
Sunday during which Hua Kuo- 
feng made 
his 
first 
public 
appearance as 
new 
party 
chairman 
It was transmitted 
in full today by Peking Radio 
and 
the 
New 
China 
News 
Agencv. 
Justifying the action taken 
against Madame Mao and three 
other radical members of the 
party’s powerful politburo — 
Wang Hung-wen, Chang Chun- 
chao and Yao Wen-yuan — the 
editorial said Mao himself had 
warned them many times not to 
form a clique and conspire 
When Mao became seriously 
ill. the editorial said, the four 
radicals made their move to 
seize power, becoming more

D E N V E R ( U P I) - The night 
spots, fast-food joints and 
billboards on one of the city’s 
gaudiest boulevards surround a 
tiny concrete and rock gasoline 
station built in 1929 by John 
“ Bob" Gilmour, who is still 
there smiling and pumping gas.

Cases of soda 
bottles are stacked along the 
walls He stares out the large 
window 
facing

gasoline 
pumps, waiting for cars to pull 
into the station, cross the black 
hose and trip the bell. 
One of the 57.000 cars that 
whiz by his place every day 
rolls in, and Bob hobbles out. 
His right sleeve hangs empty — 
the arm lost nearly 50 years ago 
in a railroad accident 
Bob 
grapples with the pump hose 
and fills the tank, smiling and 
gabbing with his customer 
The gas station was built on 
land Bob’s father gave him in 
an area of dirt roads and 
pastures It was called Cow- 
town then, and Bob’s Place is 
the only glimpse of what used to 
be. 
“ I ’m happy here," said Bob 
“ I ’ve worked all .my life and 
I ’m satisfied here Besides, I 
wouldn't know what to do with 
myself. A fellow’s got to have 
something to keep him busy.” 
Bob and his wife, Mayodell. 


74, live in the house next door 
Mrs. Gilmour says she’d like to 
get her husband away from the 
traffic’s roar 
"Maybe he could raise a 
garden," she said. "He'd be 
good at that.” But she leaves 
the decision to him. 
The couple lives 6n profits 
from the service station and a 
Social 
Security 
check. 
Bob 
could easily sell his half-acre on 
busy Colorado Boulevard for 
enough to ensure an easy life 
for him and his wife He said 
dozens of offers to sell have 
come his way over the years 
‘They don’t make an offer,” 
he said. “ They ask me to make 
an offer." 
But Bob has no plans to sell 
his land He grew up there on 
his father’s dairy, and remem­ 
bers herding cows across the 
boulevard when it was a dirt 
road. When the dairy was sold, 
his father closed out his years 
by visiting his son in the gas 
station 
“ My father stayed with it. 
helping me here until he died 
when he was 91.” he said. “ He 
used to come out and help me 
close up, and he was 91 then 
I ’m not wealthy today, and I 
probably won’t be wealthy 
tomorrow, but I ’ll sleep like a 
log tonight.”

I would like to cut down on 
my enormous amount of salt 
intake but can’t digest un­ 
savored food I would like to 
lose between five and 10 
pounds of water or fat I can 
stay on a diet for only a short 
length of time, thus allowing 
m yself only tim e to lose 
water, not fat If I took fluid 
pills would I be able to see a 
weight reduction on the scales 
from fluid loss and not be 
to ta lly dehydrated0 Also, 
w ould 
th is help reduce 
cellulite in my upper legs? 
DEAR READER — Your 
body is a wonderful machine. 
It is so constructed that it 
eliminates any water that you 
don’t need for general health 
The only exception is when 
you have a medical problem 
that causes you to retain salt, 
or in women before the 
menstrual 
periods. 
Female 
hormones tend to cause the 
body to retain salt and water. 
Losing water is not helpful 
unless you have an abnormal 
accumulation for the reasons 
I mentioned I presume you 
really want to get rid of some 
fat over your thighs and 
elsewhere. You do not lose 
that by eliminating water. 
Many people are impressed 
when they step on the scales 
and see they have lost pounds. 
But when it’s water loss it is 
deceptive and as soon as that 
person recovers 
from the 
“ wash-out’’ effect of water 
pills or gets back on a healthy 
diet the water that nature in­ 
tended you to have w ill return 
Loss of needed water causes 
people to have headaches, feel

American 
Is Hero 


MONMOUTH, 111. (U P I) - In 
the tiny Bavarian village of 
Lochhausener, 
Monmouth 
banker Ray Beilis is a hero. 
“ The 
super 
honest 
American” they called him in 
German Bavaria’s newspaper 
headlines when he returned a 
p riceless 
gold-and-silver 
necklace belonging to the 
town’s Oak Rifle Club. 
The necklace — a traveling 
trophy for the club’s leading 
marksmen — disappeared as 
World War II Army units swept 
through the little village in the 
Alps near Nuerenberg. No one 
in 
Lochhausener 
thought 
it 
would ever be seen again. 
But then they didn’t know 
what sort of man Ray Beilis is. 
“ Ever since I picked it up 
more than 30 years ago, 1 knew 
that 1 would return it to the 
proper owners sooner or later,” 
said Beilis. “ I had many offers 
from coin collectors, who 
wanted to pay upwards of a few 
thousand dollars. 
“ But 1 always turned them 
down. In the back of my mind I 
knew I was going to return it in 
the end.” 
A 60-year-old vice president 
and cashier of the Monmouth 
Trust & Savings Bank today, 
Beilis was a young GI in the 
208th Field Artillery — support­ 
ing 
the U S. division 
that 
overran Munich in the dying 
days of the war — when he 
came upon the necklace in 1945. 
“ I bought it off an infantry­ 
man who got tired of carrying it 
around,” he said. “ I honestly 
can’t remember what I paid ... 
but it was a nominal sum.” 
The necklace is made of rare 
and valuable German gold and 
silver coins and medallions — 
some dating back to the 14th 
century— on silver chains. It is 
richly engraved with animal 
heads and hunting symbo^ and 
weighs more than eight pounds. 
Beilis brought it home when 
the war ended and thought off 
and on about trying to trace the 
proper owners. 
A 
Germ an 
woman, 
who 
marriedkanother G I and settled 
in Illinois, took a look at the 
necklace and identified it as an 
emblem of a hunting or rifle 
club. 
“ We went back to Europe 
four years ago as tourists, and 
that’s when I made up my mind 
to really 
try and find the 
owners. But of course that was 
easier said than done,” said 
Beilis. . 
When he returned home he 
wrote 
the 
W est 
German 
Embassy in Washington and 
sent 
pictures 
along. 
Within 
three 
months, 
the 
embassy 
traced the necklace to Loch­ 
hausener. 
Beilis began to correspond 
with the Oak Rifle Club and 
then shipped the necklace back 
earlier this year 
A Munich newspaper invited 
him to fly to Germany to attend 
the 
celebrations 
in 
Lochhausener 
when 
the 
necklace was returned. 
“ But unfortunately 1 couldn’t 
get away,” Beilis said.

W A SH IN G TO N 
( U P I) 
Fam ily farmers may find it 
easier now to get a government 
loan from the Small Business 
Administration 
Under a new law which was 
sponsored by Sens. Gaylord 
Nelson, D-Wis., and Jacob 
Javits, R-N. Y , the SBA has 
been directed to make all of its 
programs, 
including 
lending 
programs, available to family 
farmers 
Nelson, in urging passage of 
the bill, had said that although 
the SBA never expressly ex­ 
cluded farms anbd ranches 
from any loan program, 
it 
refused such 
assistance 
by 
administrative action 
He said the SBA based its 
stand on a 
section 
of 
the 
Omnibus Small Business Act 
which prohibited the agency 
from duplicating financial aid 
services available from other 
federal agencies. 
New rules, in the wake of 
President 
Ford 
signing 
the 
Nelson-Javits law, have been 
issued by the SBA to govern 
future conduct in aiding family 
farmers The rules incorporate 
the 
text 
of 
a 
Sept. 
20 
memorandum of undertanding 
between 
the 
SBA 
and 
the 
Farmers Home Administration 
(Fm H A ) on methods which the 
two agencies w ill take to 
cooperate in such assistance. 
It makes clear that farmers 
seeking loans w ill 
be en­ 
couraged by the field offices of 
both agencies to use FmHA 
lending programs whenever the 
applicant 
meets 
Fm H A 
eligibility standards and the 
program meet the farmer s 
needs. 


But it also says both agencies 
will work together and help the 
farmer find the best program 
for his needs. 
Specifically it provides that: 
— Potential applicants are 
not to be referred back and 
forth between Fm HA and SBA. 
— Neither agency will refuse 
a loan request from an ap­ 
plicant who prefers to file with 
that agency. 
— Applicants who are denied 
Fm H A assistance for any 
reason, including lack of FmHA 
funding, may contact SBA for 
assistance. 


The eight Fm HA programs 
available, 
with 
maximum 
amounts, are: operating loans, 
$50,000; farm ownership loans, 
$100.000 (total debt of $225,000); 
soil and water loans, $100,000 
(total debt of $225,000); recrea­ 
tion loans to turn farms into 
public 
recreation 
areas, 
$100,000 (total debt of $225,000); 
and four other programs with 
no fixed ceilings — rural 
housing loans, business and 
industrial loans for pollution 
control, grazing association 
loans, and irrigation, drainage 
and soil and water association 
loans. 
The four SBA prgrams, with 
maximum amounts are: regu­ 
lar 
business 
loans, 
$500,000 
($150,000 maximum from SBA 
funds with rest from private 
lender with SBA guarantee); 
economic opportunity loans for 
economically or socially disad­ 
vantaged, 
$100,000; 
water 
pollution control loans to meet

federal or state requirements 
imposed 
under 
the
